Separate Treaties Seen 
The alternative m ight be for the 
big powers to conclude separate 
peace treaties with the Axis satel­

Russia has taken the position, 
however, th a t the treaty term s 
should be worked out in detail by 
the big powers before they are 
handed to the conference for ra ­ 
tification.

TO OUST STONE 


TOKYO. April 13 
Leaders of 
Japan’s Liberal, Progressive and 
Social Democratic parties express­ 
ed 
willingness today to discuss 
formation of a coalition govern­ 
ment aa final semi-official elec­ 
tion returns gave them 322 of the 
466 seats in the diet. 
Attention was focused on the 
j possible formation of a coalition 
and on Premier Baron Kjuro Shide- 
hara, who has ignored demands 
that hit government resign. 
The three leading conservative 
parties piled up an impressive m a­ 
jority. Final semi-official tabula­ 
tion of the 30,000,000 votes cast 
gave the Liberals 139 seats, the 
Social Democrats 92, Progressives 
91, Cooperatives 16. Communists 
five. Independents 64 and minor 
parties 36. 
The total was only 465 because 
Social Democrat Yoshio Domori 
failed by 83 votes to win the min­ 
imum total required by law, al­ 
though he placed fifth in the con­ 
test for five seats in Fukui pre­ 
fecture. A re-election will be held 
to determine the fifth seat.

—O perators of two big open-air 
“cosmic ray” factories, where they 
claim to 
cure everything from 
cancer to com bat fatigue, try out 
their cosmic powers today on a 
judge. They are charged w ith vi­ 
olating health ordinances. 
They were arrested yesterday at 
their ray-therapy plants, 
where 
officers found more than a hun­ 
dred elderly patients wired to cos­ 
mic ray outlets and munching “coa- 
mtcked" food, 
Charles and Paul Beebe, whose 
father, Roy, invented the box to 
harness the cosmic, were charged, 
on 
eight counts,

The Poles are a little encour­ 
aged by revelation* by high Amer­ 
ican quarters that the U. S. policy 
against action Is not “frozen.” 
These quarters indicate that UP 
Poland can really show that Spain 
is menacing world peace and can 
suggest 
way to cope with it, 
th* United States might support 
her. 
But nearly all diplomatic quar­ 
ter* concede that it ie going to be 
extremely difficult for Poland to 
prove that Franco Spain really en­ 
dangers world peace. 
Preliminary sparring over Po­ 
land's charges meanwhile gave * 
dramatic and tense preview of the 
council's next m ajor crisis.

MOTHERS, be on your guard 
against long-continued head edda 
in your children. Persistent nasal 
drainage may be the aftermath of 
a cold aa well ss the beginning of 
a stubborn and health-wrecking 
sinus infection. 
According to Dr. J. Ivor Grif­ 
fiths of England, ainus infection in 
children may be a contributing 
eause for asthma, bronchitis and 
chronic running ear. 
Air Space# 
The sinuses are air spaces in the 
face connected with the nose and 
lined with mucous membrane. In­ 
fections in these areas are hard 
to clear up because they are in­ 
accessible and hard to get at. Nev- 
erthele-s, in the majority of cases 
an early sinus infection will re­ 
spond to simple treatment. The 
longer the condition lasts, the lees 
likely it is that complete recovery 
will take place without some kind 
of operation. 
Hence, it is doubly important 
that when sinus infection first 
starts, it be promptly treated, first, 
because this is the time when treat­ 
ment is most effective; second, be­ 
cause chronic or prolonged infec­ 
tion in the sinuses may be the 
cause of other disease. 
In treating sinus infection, the 
most important step is to promote 
drainage, that is, to make sure that 
the secretions in the sinuses can 
drain out through the nose. If this 


is done, the lining membrane ie 
given a chance to ret over the in­ 
flammation. 
Polyp Growth 
Sometimes little growths form 
in the sinusee, called polyp*. If 
this happens, it is often necessary 
that the polyps be removed, so that 
drainage of the sinuses will occur. 
In order to encourage the drain­ 
age, the lining membrane is 
shrunk by using such drugs ss 
ephedrine and epinephrine. Some 
physicians also like to use suction, 
employing a water pump to pump 
out the secretions. Of course, this 
will be done gently so that the 
tissues sre not injured. 
It is also important to build up 
the general health with proper 
food, fresh air and sunshine. Th# 
use of heat by means of short-wavs 
treatment, which is an electrical 
form of treatment producing heat 
deep in the tissues, may also be 
helpful in overcoming inflamma­ 
tion and speeding up the drainage. 
In more severe cases, it may be 
necessary to puncture certain of 
the sinuses and wash them out 
with antiseptic solutions. 
It is suggested that if the kind 
of germs wh;ch ar* producing the 
infection are the kind that are 
destroyed by penicillin the sinuses 
may be Ailed with a penicillin so­ 
lution. 
Remember that the earlier the 
treatment is carried out the better 
will be the result*.
